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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not anticipate nor do they reasonably suggest the 
window blind cutting machine as claimed in claims 1 and 14. The closest prior art, 
Chuang et al (US 2002/0178884), teaches a typical window blind cutting machine 
having cutting units on opposite sides of the base. However, Chuang et al lacks the 
claimed measuring devices one inner and the other outer of the cutting units. Another 
related prior art, Squires (US 5,634,387), teaches a cutting device having two rule 
indicators thereon as noted in the last Office Action. While Squires may teach a dual 
rule measuring device, neither one of the rules is located outer the cutting unit, and 
there is no teaching or suggestion in these nor other references of record to place the 
measuring devices as claimed for the intended function. Thus it is believed that the 
claimed inventions are allowable over the prior art of record.
